Company could soon be 
doing 1,000 tests a day

Eli Lilly and Co. announced Wednesday that 
the pharmaceutical giant will help Indiana in- 
crease its COVID-19 testing capability. 

The company said its research laboratories will 
analyze samples taken in Indiana health care facil- 
ities, such as nursing homes and emergency rooms, 
to help the state determine whether those who sus- 
pect they have the virus are in fact infected. 


Those at greatest risk from COVID-19 will still be 
given testing priority. 

Within a week, Lilly could be doing about 1,000 
tests a day, said Dr. Daniel Skovronsky, the compa- 
ny’s chief scientific officer and president of Lilly 
Research Laboratories. Eventually the Lilly labs 
could run as many as 2,000 tests a day and pilot a 
drive-thru clinic for those with a doctor’s order. 

The test will be free for patients, insurers, hos- 
pitals and government agencies, said David A. 
Ricks, Lilly’s chairman and chief executive officer. 

“This is one contribution we can make to help

Limiting

As Indiana increases its capacity 
for coronavirus testing with private 
companies including Eli Lilly and Co. 
to enter the arena, state health officials 
say the test should be reserved for 
health care workers and those at the 
highest risk of developing severe dis- 
ease. 

Although this approach aims to en- 
sure that those who most need the test 
have access to it, some public health 
experts say they fear that limiting test- 
ing could lead to an incomplete picture 
of the outbreak. 

Prioritizing those at greatest risk 
and advising those with mild disease 
to forgo the test makes sense at 
this point, said Thomas Duszynski,
